Flower bulbs of all kinds are still in 
very short supply. In spite of optimistic re- 
ports ever since V-E day from those close 
to the Holland bulb industry there is at 
this date (Sept. Ist) still nothing defi- 
nite concerning the shipment of tulips, hya- 
cinths, crocus, etc. 


-We do have small stocks of select nar- 
cissi—-fat, top-size DN bulbs from the 
Northwest—and Grape-hyacinths and Star- 
of-Bethlehem from our own gardens that 
we can highly recommend you plant now. 
Next year we will undoubtedly be able to 
offer a much larger list of bulbs.

Beware of cheap 
lilacs grafted on privet or S. vulgaris understocks; they’ll bring you nothing but grief. 
All RICHARDS’ LILACS are on own-roots—a slow and costly method of propagation but 
the only way ‘to get the fine plants you want.
